PARIS, May 16.—All, churches in 
Paris from ‘historic Notre Dame to 
the most humble chapel in the suburos 
celebrated the Canonization, of Joan 
of Arc today.

— (Canadian 
Press.)—-Members of the commons 
are facing a busy week. The budget 
will be down on Tuesday and that 
means the beginning of a debate which 
usually proves of considerable dura- 
tion. Indications are that it will last 
from three weeks to a month, as a 
formidable list,cf members will want 
tu nave their say on this subject. What- 
ever may be in the mind of the gov- 
ernment and finance minister in the 
way of taxation proposals, the secret 
is being well guarded, and outside of 
the actual members of the cabinet 
nothing will be known until Sir Henry 
Drayton has made his budget speech 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

Plenipotentiary at Washington, 

On Monday evening at 8 o'clock, the 
house is to go into committee pf sup- 
ply. This was requested by Hon. W. 
8. Fielding, last week. It has been 
intimated that the eubject for dis- 
cussion tomorrow evening will be the 
arrangements for the appointment of 
a Canadian minister plenipotentiary to 
Washington. There has been complaint 
among the Liberals that this decision 
was reached without any consultation 
of parliament dnd they hold that the 
house should be asked for tts opinion 
before any euch important etep is de- 
clde@ upon. The matter is expected 
to be well threshed out before the 
house adjourns tomorrow night. 

Much Legislation Ahead.

ICOMMUNISTIC 
PLOT BARED 
IN GERMANY 


Sabotage During Elections for 
Reichstag by Organized At- 
tacks Planned 


BERLIN, May 16.—According to a 
news agency the German govern- 
ment has been intormed of the exist- 
ence of a widely-ramified communistic 
plot, hatched in a Berlin euburb for 
sabotage during the elections for the 
Reichstag by organized attacks on the 
polling booths and the destruction of 
ballot boxes and baliote. 

Should the plans miscarry, with the 
result that the elections favor the 
Rourgeoisie, the news agency says, a 
rising has been planned by the plott- 
‘ers to break out, not in Gerlin, but jn 
the central provinces with the view o 
establishing esoviets throughout Ger- 
many. 

The government, according to the 
agency, while taking no progreasive 
action, js keeping close watch for any 
developments. 
fhe ‘Post eays that a war- 
rant for the arrest of General von 
Luettwitz, leader of the military army 
of the Kapp revolutionary dictator- 
ship, on a charge of high treason, has 
been issued by the examining judge 
of the Lelipsic supreme court. 

The government, the agency says, 
views the seizure of Sangerhausen 
Friday, by communists, as simply a 
criminal thieving raid, not inepired 
by political motives. The communists 
after breaking into stores, the bank 
and post office with grenades and 
plastering the town with proclama- 
tions signed with the name of Max 
Holz, the communist leader who re- 
cently apprehended in Czecho-Slovakia 
decamped ‘with thefr loot in automo- 
biles. They were pursued by citizens,

The Oliver-St, Paul railway line fe 
one of those that have long been 
rom'sed ‘but not built Traffio is, 
owever, now being hamfled, both in 
freight and passengers, to Cache lake, 
within. two and one-half miles of 
Ashmont—22 miles northwest of Si. 
Paul, * Trips outward are maie on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays, 
and inward, to Edmonton, on the f»l- 
towing days. The train is made up of 
@ number of freight cars and a pas- 
wenger coach, with caboose for the 
crew at the rear. The roadbed ap- 
ene to be dn very fair shape and

There is only one area of 
land in the city suitable for garden 
work at the present time that has not 
been put at the disposal of the assocta- 
fon, and this i@ the some twenty odd 
acres that go to make up the penitentl- 
ery grounds. The executive has wired 
Ottawa asking permission to have the 
use of this land during the summer, 
but as yet no satisfactory arrange- 
ments have been arrived at. The as-

WINNIPEG, May 16.—Former Gove 
ernor R. B. Glenn, of North Carolina, 
@ member of the international joing 
commission of waterways, ied of 
heart failure at a local hotel at 8 
o'clock tonight. A trained nurse whe 
had ben in constant attendance on 
Glenn for the past year was the only 
person with him when he died. 

Governor Gienn was born in Rock- 
ingham conty, North Carolina on 
August 11, 1854. He atudied and 
practiced law. He was assistant die 
vision counsel for the Southern ralle 
way, @ member of the legisiature, 
solicitor for the state, United States 
district attorney and governor of North 
Carolina from 1905 to 1909. 

While governor he gained national 
fame by a war with the railroads.’The 
legisiature passed a@ 7-cent fare law 
which the railroads refused to obey. 
Governor Glenn called the railroad 
heads into his office and asked them 
to try the law for six months. They 
tefused. He threatened to throw all 
of the high railroad officials in jail 
until the roade surrendered, and the 
law was obeyed.

At a conference of representa- 
tives of farm organizations in 
Chicago one speaker advanced the 
view that the way to end strikes 
and labor unrest generally is to 
give the wage-earner an interest 
in the business in which he is em- 
ployed. Farmers, he said, do not 
go on strike because they own 
their land and have the incentive 
of personal gain to ‘‘carry on.”’ 

Undoubtedly there is a good 
deal of reason in that view of the 
question; which is @ view very 
widely held among labormon of tho 
sane type. That a man having an 
interest in the fifancial success of 
the enterprise in which he is em- 
ployed should be disinclined to tie- 
up its operations by a strike is in 
accord with human nature. Self- 
interest is the most powerful in- 
fluence in the industrial world, 


alike among employers and em- 


ployees. It is, in fact, the only 
influence that can be depended 
upon to produce efficiency and 
maximum success. Perhaps in an- 


‘ other million years the race shall 


have envolved itself into sush 4 
state of moral discipline that men 
will work as hard in order to ac- 
commodate others and promote the 
general good as they now do to 
earn a living for their families 
and to provide something to take 
care of themselves and their wives 
in their old age. When that time 
comes the doctrine of ‘‘ production 
for service’’ and not for profit may 
be practicable. But it will not 
then, be necessary. 


not be much concerned. 

The practical fact is that under 
present conditions profit is the 
prize that induces industry and 
initiative and diligence; whether 
it be profit on capital invested or 
on labor expended. If beside the 
direct wage he draws for his day’s 
work, the employee has an indirect 
interest in the outcome of the 
year’s operations he is likely not 
only to stay at work but to put 
something more of energy into the 
work than otherwise, and to co- 
operate wherever and however he 
can to the end of increasing the 
revenue and cutting down the ex- 
penses of the business. 

But in this comparison of the 
farmer with the industrial wage- 
earner there is a fundamental 
error. The proposed remedy for 
industrial unrest is that the work- 
er should be ‘‘given’’ an interest 
in the business. Now the farmer 
was not ‘‘given’’ his land. He 
bought it. In most cases he and 
his wife and their children have 
put twenty years or more of the 
hardest kind of work into it, or 
will have to do so before they own 
the place. In most cases they 
have worked longer hours than 
the industrial employee works, 
and have lived under conditions 
that he looks upon as unsatisfact- 
ory, They have toiled and sacri- 
ficed and saved, and it is, because, 
and only because of their toil and 
sacrifice and saving that they 
stand today ‘‘on their own feet’’ 
instead of in the position of a 
wage-earner and his dependents.

The man who piloted the 
budget through Its stormy seas, who 
played a prominent part in the enact- 
ment into law of the Parliament Act, 
who organized the munitions indusjry 
of fhe country, and who fought for 
a unity of command in France on the 
basis of its vital necessity to success 
—can never be accused of mere 
“wordiness,”’ or declared a mere 
mountebank. 

But, why continue? It is mot my 
intention to become engaged in any 
protracted newspaper controversy 
over British politics, and this may be 
my final contribution to this discus- 
sion—especially as I said, that Mr. 
Lloyd George needs no defence from 
me, nor is he liable to suffer by the 
bootless adverse criticism of Mr. 
F. G, Roe. In passing, permit me to 
thank Mr. Roe for a pleasant hour at 
my desk.

DR, CRANG'S 
LITTLE JOKE. 

Chairman Crang of the pubiio 
school board made a little Joke at the 
last meeting of this body, which 
rather amused the members. They 
were, at the time, urging him to take 
up 6omé matter Which had been 
brought to the attention of the board 
and deal with !t himself. The chair- 
man refused: "No," gaid he, “1 will 
not, or people will be saying that I 
am like Mayor Clarke.” The speaker 
was referring to the discussion over 
the power house offers at the iast 
meeting of the city council. 


VOTING ON THE 
CIVIC BYLAWS, 

Meetings are to be held for the 
purpose of discussing the money 
bylaws upon which the burgesses will 
shortly ‘be again asked to vote. The 
mayor and aldermen will also, when 
invited, attend meetings for the pur- 
pose of explaining the necessity of 
these bylaws passing. It has been re- 
marked that tho aldermen will have 
to display a little more unanimity 
than shown when discussing the power 
house question at the last meeting of 
council if ever they desire to impress 
upon the public that the bylaws must 
go through. Any addresses from the 
aldermen, if given along the lines of 
the discussion of Monday night's 
meeting, would be very interesting to 
the public, (but would hardly be likely 
to convey the Idea that the aldermen 
themselves are of opinion that the 
passing of the bylaws are an absolute 
necessity. rt 


OUTFLANKING ry 
THE ENEMY. 

Comment was made recently upon 
the appointment of a city inspector 
under the public achool board, and 
the confusion that would be likely to 
happen if the board, in defining ‘hie 
duties, decided ithat ,he should work 
tndependent to the superintendent ‘of 
schools, and a‘tso report separately to 
the board. The point was an impor- 
tant one, because it was known that 
this matter of independent working on 
the’ part of the inspector did enter 
into the considerations of those main- 


ly responsible for the appointment., 


However, the difficulty has been got 
over by quite an ingenious arrange- 
ment. ‘Tihe inspector {s to make out 
his reports in triplicate, one copy goes 
to the superintendent of schools, one 
copy to the schoo] board,‘ and the 
other copy will be retained by him- 
eelf. Thus, those who were not in 
favor of superceding the authority of 
the superintendent claim to have out- 
manoeuvred the other section on the 
board in their machinations, It 
should be said that at no time has 
the newly-appointed inspector shown 
personally any dieposition to lend him- 
self to intrigue, 
SOHOOL BOARD'S POSITION 
UN GOING ON LEAVE, 
It seems that the public , echoo) 
board, if not careful, is scon golng to 
H place itself in an awkward position in 
| respect to giving teachers leave of 
absence and also the matter of their 
seniority, The board has certainly 
j)oeen Pather free in granting teachers 
ieaye of absence, and recently the 
Teachers’ Alliance supported an ap- 
plication that one teacher should be 
tranted a year's leave in order to take 
ap another position, and also that he 
should not lose his rating on the staff. 
Subsequently, the alliance has again 
come to the board with the request 
that the question of seniority, in res- 
pect to the staff, should mean contin- 
uous service with the board. The two 
matters hardly seem to reconcile. It 
would almost seem that the members 
of the alliance want to thave their 


cake and eat it at the same time. | 


At the last board meeting Trusteo 
Reott, very much to the point, ques- 
tioned whether teachers should leave 
for another job and then come back 
expecting to retain their seniority un- 
fer the board. Apparently it would 
seem not advisable for the board to 
act like any ordinary husiness house, 
and if a member of tthe staff leaves 
n order to take a special course, or 
to try out a new position, then no 
leave of absence should be granted 
and the service of the board ts actu- 
ally left. Of course, this would not 
orevent them from coming back again 
later on, but having left of their own 
will, they would have to re-engage on 
tuch fresh tenms as the board thought 


at.
